.Minera anti F arm ers—(o u u rll at Marys* 
vllle. 
M a r y sv ille, July 7th.—A private confer­ 
ence was held here laat evening between the 
Mayor and the officers of the Anti-L'ebrid 
Association, and a number of taxpayers on 
one part, and Hamilton Smith, President of 
the Miners’ Association, and Jarne^ O’Brien, 
of Smartsville, representing the six com pv 
nies c mtr»lli»g all the water for hydraulic 
mining purrxraes on the Yuba liver. 
Smith at d (d’Brien made this proposition 
as a basis of the settlem ent of the debris 
difficulty: The miners will, within thirty 
days from an agreement, bepin the construc­ 
tion of a stone dam in the Yuba river st 
Rose’s bar, just above Smarlsville, and 20 
miles by the river above Marysville. 
The 
river at this point is 300 feet wide, with high, 
precipitous walls of rock. 
A strong wooden 
crib will be first bolted immovably to the 
bedrock, and then masses of rock will be 
blasted in from the banks above the crib, t» 
form a solid bedrock darn. 
The miners will 
engige to speud $200,000 on the work, and 
to) build th** dam 30 feet high the first year, 
increasing its hight as necessity may require. 
They will engage to hold back all the debris, 
ST that the water will not carry it in suspen­ 
sion over the dam 
If the darn should fail 
of its object they will cease dumping debris 
into the river; or if one stone dam be not 
snflicieut they will construct other supple­ 
m entary dams of brush or other materials. 
They might agree to place iu Colonel Meu- 
dell’s haml4 a fund for this work to be ex­ 
pended under his direction. 
The intention wonld be to raise the stone 
dam at Rose’s Bar to a bight of 200 or 300 
feet, thus making available for irrigation the 
whole H >w of the river, 40,000 inches at its 
lowest stage. 
This water would irrigate 
100 000 or 150.000 acres of the puins and 
foothill lands, greatly increasing its value. 
It was with a view to control the water for 
irrigation that the miners lately pre-empted 
ten miles of the river-bed, above Smartsville, 
to be u>ed as a reservoir. 
The miners, further, are willing to intro­ 
duce into the next Legislature a bill to com­ 
pel all the hydraulic companies on the Yuba 
t > pay a pro rata tax on the dam, and also to 
comptd the hydraulic miner»*, wherever prac­ 
ticable, to build dams in the ravines and can­ 
yons to prevent the flow cf debris into the 
river. 
Tne proposition, as above outlined, was 
discussed at length. 
The anti-debris men in­ 
sisted that the miners must cease discharging 
debris into the river pending the construction 
cf the dams. 
To this the mining representa­ 
tives could not consent, and no settlement 
was reached. 
Negotiation?, however, are not 
yet^ ended, and correspondence is to follow. 
Smith and O’Brien left this morning, and 
O’Brien says that if all the mines now run­ 
ning should be stopped by injunction, all the 
water available would still be used in hy­ 
draulic mininr, as there are twenty mining 
claims lying idle and undeveloped for want of 
water, to one now in operation. 
These new 
mines would send down six cubic yards of 
material where the deep gravel mines now 
working send down one cubic yard. 
He con­ 
ten Is that the mines never can be stopped by 
injunction, as injunctions are laid on men, 
not on miue*, ana that as fast as one set cf 
m?n are enjoined, the new men will step in 
a id resume the work.

The principle excitem ent iu this secticn 
at present is caused by the war between 
the railroad companies, which are strug­ 
gling to handle the trade of Denver and 
the sm aller towns of Colorado. 
The main 
fight lies between the Denver and Rio 
Grande and the Denver and New’ Orleans. 
The latter road was run to Pueblo by a 
num ber cf Denver m erchants at a cost of 
two and a half millions of dollars. 
The 
Denver and Rio Grande is stocked in 
Boston, New York and Philadelphia for 
some forty millions of dollars, and its m an­ 
agers eay th a t it will be pushed through to 
Salt Lake by January 1st, w ith a view of 
some tim e m aking a San F rancieco connec­ 
tion, although it is not likely from present 
indications th at this latter portion of the 
programme 
w ill 
be 
carried 
oat. 
The 
m anagers 
of 
the 
road 
seem 
to 
labor 
under 
the 
impression 
that 
it owns the right of way all over the 
State, and for weeks past have been en­ 
deavoring to keep the rival road from get­ 
ting its track into the Union Depot. 
I t 
kept the way blocked by lettiag a dozim 
freight cars stand on the track for nearly 
a m onth, and finally as a last resort ran one 
of its engines into a Denver and New Or­ 
leans engine, sm ashing up things generally 
and doing about $15,0G0 worth of damage. 
This act of unfairness and aggression has 
em bittered the com m unity against the 
Denver and Rio Grande, and the patron­ 
age goes alm ost entirely to the other road. 


A W AR OF RATES 
H as broken out and the happy passenger 
rides down to Pueblo, a distance of 100 
miles, for §1, while he blesses the beauties 
of competition. 
Some day those who

off 
on 
these 
cheap 
excursions 
will 
be 
obliged 
to 
pay

get 
back, for the 
rates 
are 
lia­ 
ble at any tim e to go back to the old 
figures, as the roads are losing several 
thousands of dollars a «lay and neither can 
stand it loDg. 
Freight ratea are being cut 
in the same reckless way, and the shippers 
glorify the day they came to so favored a 
locality. 
Each road in Colorado has it3 
particular newspaper organ, whose business 
it is to glorify the sceoic beauties of its 
own favorite route and tell w hat sw indlers 
and frauds run the rival lines.

The 
in- 
trodactory form alities

sooner 
over than he rem arked to the journalist, 
“ B etter take a trip over our road. 
H ere’s 
a pass. 
Finest scenic route in Colorado. 
Y'ou eee the big canyons, go through all 
the great m ountain passes, and enjoy life.” 
He accepted the paB B , and the next morn­ 
ing was introduced to another ticket agent, 
whose hand flew at once to the spot w here 
his pass-book lay as quickly as a frontiers­ 
m an seeks his pistol-pocket when scenting 
danger in the air. 
“ You m ustn’t leave Colorado until you 
skip over our line.” 
“ J u s t accepted an invitation to take a 
run over the other road,” replied the re­ 
porter. 
“ W hat? T hat old narrow-gauge line ! I 
hopo you will not be seduced into taking 
so foolish a step. 
Men die there every day 
ju B t from looking at the monotonous scen­ 
ery. 
On our line you will see all the 
grandeurs of nature ; no heat, no dust, and 
real ice w ater in the tanks. 
Good, square 
meals all along the line and not a bedbug 
in the sleeping berths. ” 
M y friend finally agreed to go down one 
road and up the other, at which the agent 
assumed a troubled look, and remarked : 
“ All right, if it’s the best you can do ; 
but it’s shabby treatm ent, all the sam e,” 
and handing him a pass he turned away as 
he rem arked, “ B ut we’il have you after 
the first trip .” 


T H E DEN’VBR PR ESS. 
I don’t recollect how m any newspapers 
Denver has. 
I have m et about a hundred 
representatives of the press and been con­ 
tinually rem inded cf some “ devilish good 
fellow ” who was 
“ at the sp rin g s” or 
E ast on a pleasure trip. 
A bout half the 
tim e of the Denver journalist is spent in 
travel and enjoym ent. 
Hence he grows 
bright and companionable and doesn’t rust 
w ith overwork. 
One good thing about 
journalism in Denver is tho fact th a t so far 
no attem pt has been made there to intro­ 
duce Bohemianism. 
Your Denver news­ 
paper man lives by paying as he goes, 
dresses like a gentlem an, and is not ehad- 
owed by his landlady. 
Among the mem­ 
bers of the press is more than the average 
per cent, of good w riters, yet out of all this 
excellent m aterial there is not 
to 
be 
found one first class m anaging editor. 
The papers in size, nifcke-up and general 
apoearance would indicate a tow n of 100,­ 
000 inhabitants. 
They are vigorously 
edited, and run w ith an enterprise born of 
rivalry and com petition. 
Two are pub­ 
lished every morning in the week, and are 
eight-page sheets. 
A critical analysis of 
their contents, however, reveals the want 
in alm ost every departm ent of some all­ 
controlling, com m anding hand to which 
all supernum eraries and assistants shall 
bend. 
Each m an runs his own special 
column 
to 
suit 
bimself, 
and 
the 
result of too m any head-cooks is continu­ 
ally apparent. The editorial indorses a lead­ 
ing politician in the strongest term s, and 
in the same issue some reporter haa taken 
it upon himself to point out the same man 
as a trickster, ass and political m ontebank. 
Puffs ot theatrical people are mixed np 
w ith editorials, and some of the gravest 
questions of the day are freely discussed 
by the reporters in the columns which are 
presum ably devoted to the current new’s of 
the city. 
AgaiD, the attem pt is constantly 
made to impress the pablic with a fictitious 
im portance of small events by loading 
them down w ith display heads. 
The mo5t 
ordinary incidents are treated (typograph­ 
ically) aa Eastern newspapers m ight handle 
a railroad collision on the Erie or the exe­ 
cution of G uiteau. 
This is iu keeping with 
the general tendency of the citizens to put 
so much money in cut-stone fronts and 
make big displays of the fountains and 
statuary (terra cotta) in his front yard. f 
All-in-all the Denver newspapers are ex­ 
ceedingly bright and readable, and in their 
vagaries only reflect their every day sur­ 
roundings—just as newspapers do every­ 
where. 
A OOLORAIX) INVENTOR. 
Cooped up in the hills, near the Bangre de 
Christo range in Custer county, I stum ­ 
bled on a Colorado curiosity. 
He was an 
old fellow in a log cabin, intently at work 
on a flying machine.

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H ow to Im p rove th e A ftricm tu re 
o í th e 
S t a t e -P r a c t ic a l S u s g e s tlo n s ir cm 
Prcfe3£or E tigard . 


Since agriculture is the main dependence 
and the principal industry of the people of 
the State, it would seem reasonable th at the 
State government should entertain great sol­ 
icitude and exercúe especial care in bringing 
& knowledge and practice of agriculture to 
the highest possible perfection. 
It has 
boen often said that the conditions under 
which the practice of agriculture is to be con­ 
ducted are so different in California from 
what they are in other parts of the world, 
and particularly in that portion of our couu- 
try east of the K x k y Mountains, from which 
moat all our people who are engaged in the 
cultivation of the soil immigrated that those 
be«t veraei i-i agriculture there are compelled 
to unlearn all they knew when they came 
here, and begin again to learn the first prin­ 
cipals of the science and practice as adapted 
to this State. 
This fact has never been over­ 
stated, and has never been and never can be 
fully realized, except by those who hnve been 
compelled to realize it by the lessons of ex­ 
perience. 
M ea of intelligence and men of 
practical knowledge, the very best farmers 
indeed on the A tlantic slope, find th at when 
they begin to farm here they have but very 
little if any advantage of the very novice in 
agriculture. 
We have often seen those who 
had 
scarce 
ever 
eeen 
a 
farm, 
and 
knew positively nothing about practical 
agriculture here or elsewhere, succeeding 
here in a wonderful degree—making large 
crops and large profit/, when right along bj- 
8¡do them, and perhaps on the next farm 
composed of the same kinds of soil, the man 
of great knowledge and extensive practice 
elsewhere, experienced almost constant fail­ 
ure—made poor crops and no money. 
I t will 
be remembtred by all early settlers in this 
State that it was the opinion of the most 
practical farmers who first came here that 
agriculture could never be a success iu a cli­ 
m ate in whith there was pr< tically no rain 
for six months iu the year— from April to 
September—Ju ing the time wlen, if at all, 
crups of every km 1 must be grown, matured 
and harvested. T is one fact is of itself suffi­ 
cient to illustrate how absolutely at fault is 
all kaowledge gained elsewhere when brought 
to apply to the cultivation of the soil iu Cali­ 
fornia. 
Agriculture her» is indeed a new 
Bcietcj sod a new art, and must he learned 
here tn the ground by actuil practice iu our 
soil a: i in our c’.:m .te, or, more properly 
■peaking, on our sous and our climates. The 
best-schooled agriculturists from the agricul*- 
ur&l echo s and ex; eriuieniai stations of 
Europe, and fro*u the best agricultural col­ 
leges of the Eastern State?, become mere 
novices in the science and art of agri­ 
culture here. 
In view of this novel con­ 
dition of things; iu view of the great im­ 
portance of the agricultural industries of the 
State and the necessity of conducting those 
industries iu a ma* ner to bring about the best 
results, the qrjv.-rii n how to improve the agri­ 
culture of the S ato becomes one of the great­ 
est irapuriurce to oil our people. 
W hen our 
agriculture prospers, a'.l classes of our people 
prosper and the State grow? in greatness ; but 
when agriculture fails we all grew poor and 
the State goes backwards. 
No person? have 
had there considerations brought more vividly 
before their miods and have been made to 
realize more fully the importance of some 
means of collecting and disseminating agri­ 
cultural knowledge in California, than those 
of us who nave had, in one way or another, 
to do with the Agricultural Departm ent of 
the State University. 
The Agricultural Col­ 
lege in connection with that institution has a 
very im portant work before it. 
I t occupies, 
as may be icferrel frorn^ the foregoing state­ 
ments, a novel and original position. 
I t has 
absolutely a new field of labor to engage in, 
a new state of facts to deal with, new condi­ 
tions to study and understand, and a new ap­ 
plication is to be made of old facts and condi­ 
tion?. 
No other agricultural college in any 
other State occupies eo peculiar a relation to 
the agriculture of the State as doe? our 
Agricultural College at Berkeley. 
I t has 
been years trying to mako itself 
use­ 
ful 
to 
the agriculture 
of 
the 
State 
by adopting and following the old methods of 
teaching agricultural sciences and arts adopt­ 
ed and successfully followed by similar insti­ 
tutions elsewhere. 
Its success has been all 
th at could have been expected under the cir­ 
cumstances, but that success has not been 
s&tiafsctory to those charged with its man­ 
agement, or to the agriculturists or people 
generally of the State. 
Farmers have not 
patronized the college established especially 
for their and their children's benefit as freely 
and cordially as it was expected they would. 
Tho?e who have attended the college and 
gone through the course of studies prescribed, 
and graduated, have come away, it is ad­ 
m itted, well versed in the usual branckei 
taught at such institutions, but not prepared 
to take the lead as practical and successful 
agriculturists in any of the many branches of 
th a t industry in this State. 
The practical 
faim er’s boy?, who have remained at home 
giving immediate attention to the manage­ 
ment of the farm, have g lined more real 
practical and valuable knowledge of Califor­ 
nia agriculture than have those who have 
heretofore graduated from the Agricultural 
College at Berkeley. 
We do not make these 
statem ents in any fault-finding spirit with 
the college or those who have its management 
in immediate charge. 
W c know the difficul­ 
ties connected with 
their 
position—they 
have 
labored 
bard 
and 
faithfully 
to 
perform 
the 
highest 
duties 
cf 
their 
positions—but they, 
like 
all 
the 
rest 
of us, have had to feel their way over new 
roads and among new facts—they have had 
to adapt their course not so much by the 
lights of the pv»t as by the circumstances of 
the present. 
T hat the Professor of Agricul­ 
ture in that institution fully understands the 
position he occupies and is alive to the diffi­ 
culties that Eiirround that position,and to the 
necessity of adapting the mode of instruction 
at the college to the peculiar and novel con­ 
ditions of the State, is evident to all who are 
familiar with his course generally, but a 
recent letter of Professor Hilgard to the Gov­ 
ernor of the State Í3 full of good sense and 
practical suggestions and shows that he at 
least understands how or in what direction 
effort should be made to improve the agri­ 
culture of the State. 
T hat our readers may 
have an opportunity to learn what the Pro- 
fesHor’a views are, we append that letter in 
a ll: 
“ Hon. George O. Perkins, Governor of 
California—Dear S ir : I take the liberty of 
presenting for your consideration the follow­ 
ing facts relating to the work of the depart­ 
m ent of which I have charge : It is generally 
understood that the Morrill Act establishing 
the agricultural colleges in the several States, 
contemplates especially the education and in­ 
struction of youth in the sciences related to 
agriculture and the mechanic arts. 
In the 
effort toward the fulfillment of the practical 
objects contemplated by that Act, considera­ 
ble diversity of opinion has prevailed, and 
has found expression in a corresponding di­ 
versity of organization in the college estab­ 
lished in the several State?. W ithout enter­ 
ing upon a discussion of these and of their 
respective merits, (it may be said that one 
point has made itself prominently felt in all, 
namely : The need of a detailed kuowledge of 
the agricultural features and special adapta­ 
tions of the States and their several agricult­ 
ural subdivision?, and of the experimental 
investigation of the numerous practical prob­ 
lems that meet the farmer at every turn, and 
upon the solution of which so often depends 
the question of profit or less, success or fail­ 
ure. 
W hile the performance of the work of 
agricultural surveys and experiment stations 
by the colleges is not directly prescribed a? 
one of their functions in the fundamental 
Act, experience has shown it to be one of the 
most im portant means at their command for 
benefiting agriculture at the preeent tim e; not 
only by the actual demonstration of the best 
methods of treating soils and crops under 
endlessly varying local conditions, but also 
in showing farmer? the advantages to he de­ 
rived from an intelligent observation of facts, 
and from the application of scientific knowl­ 
edge and principles to their p u rsu it; thus in­ 
ducing fathers to give their sons the oppor­ 
tunity of 
acquiring such knowledge for 
themselves in the institutions created for 
th at purpose. The experiment station work 
seen:.?, at the present stage of our agriculture, 
to offer the most direct mode of benefiting 
both the present and the fature generations ; 
since attendance npon|,agricultural scheolp 
will always be Bmali so long a? the soil is un­ 
exhausted, and offers to the rudest tillage, 
for tho time being, rewards nearly ae great a3 


those realized by the Luoat intelligent culture. 
Such a state of th’^g* can. it is true, be only 
of short durs'jon, even iu the most produc­ 
tive regior^ ^ j where cultures and methods 
involving large permanent investments pre­ 
vail—a? is the case in the vineyards, orchards 
and irrigated lands of California—ordinary 


b u - i n e s ? prudence leads men to foresee, and 
endeavor to provide against, the inevitable 
and disarirou? consequences of irrational ana 
exhaustive cultivation. 
, 
“ Ic is thus that, compared with other and 
much older States. California ha? a more vita 
and immediate interest in progres-ive and 
rational agriculture—the more as her vanen 
climate and soils present endless and most 
attr Active opportunities for varied cultures and 
industries. 
It is thus that the experiment 
station work carried on so far by the agricult­ 
ural departm ent of the University, although 
very limited in it? means, has nevertheless 
attracted conaiffi rabie attention, and ha? been 
able to throw light on many im portant prac­ 
tical questions, a? may be seen from tho three 
reports of work thus far published. 
Beside 
a general investigation of the soils of the 
State ; of the nature and remedies for the 
‘ alkali’ with which some region? are r tti’cted : 
of the nature aud effects of waters serving 
or intended to servo for irrigation ; analysis 
of fruits, material? for *ugar-mak?n r, cf 
grapes, wine? and musts ; there ^ have been 
made on the grounds of the University ex­ 
tended culture experim ent on tho /ffects cf 
various f-utilizer? and methods of culture on 
the cereal and fi rage crops, while at the same 
time a very large number of new varieties of 
these have been introduced from Europe and 
elsewhere, 
their 
adaptation tested, 
and 
seed of the more promising ki^ds distributed 
over the SUte. 
The same course has. been 
puraued in regard to other culture plants, and 
the garden of economic i lants shows in ac­ 
tual cultivation, for eiperim eut as well as for 
demonstration to cla.-s;s, moat of the im­ 
portant cultivated planta capable of out-door 
culture iu the coast climate. 
The propaaat- 
inc houses, so far as their capacity allows, 
show the same for plants requiring protec 
tion ; but here, unfortunately, the lim it of 
accommodation is already reached, and tire 
space falls far short of tho need* of the de­ 
partm ent, though a great deal cf interesting 
material íb on hand. 
During the last two 
years a large number of species of forest 
trees, from the East, Europe, Asia and Aus­ 
tralia, have been grown from imported seed, 
and some of these, with other plants, have 
been distributed to intelligent pe-sons in 
various parts of the State for trial. 
The 
University grounds are being utilize! for the 
purposes of au illustrative and experimental 
arb- return, in which the adaptation of forest 
trees to tho climate aud practical purposes 
will be tested. The investigation of uoxions 
and beneficial insects, and t.f the means for 
repressing insects and other pests—such a3 the 
ground squirrel, for which an elhcacious anti­ 
dote has been found - is also in active pro- 


g re F S . 
11 It is perhaps reedless to discuss the util­ 
ity of these investigations toward the pro­ 
gress of agriculture and a knowledge of the 
resources of the State, which will be farther 
increased ar.d diffused by the publication of 
an agricultural map of the State, to be issued 
this year by the Census Office, 
The utility 
would be greatly increased by the establish­ 
ment of other experiment Rtations, located in 
representative localities iu the several cli- 
m at;c ard soil regions of the State, where 
local questions could be best investigated and 
determined, in co-nperation with the central 
station at the University. 
To some extent 
this function has been performed by the intel­ 
ligent farmers in the various sections. 
11 ut 
experimental work is of necessity expensive, 
and especially so where a great variety cf op­ 
erations is carried on on a email scale, as is 
the case at the University. 
The pecuniary 
benefits to bo expected as their ultim ate out­ 
come will be altogether outside of the experi­ 
m ental grounds; and at the present time, 
the demand upon the departm ent for infor­ 
mation, investigation and experiment has 
completely outrun its resources aud the pro­ 
visions made therefor by previous Legisla­ 
tures. 
A fter a gradual expansion of opera­ 
tions to a reasouably satisfactory extent in 
L8S1, the exhaustion of funds has rendered 
necessary a m aterial and discouraging con­ 
traction during the present season, it being 
impossible to supply the deficit out of the 
diminished income of the University. 
“ Under these circumstances, and in view 
of the impending session of the Legislature, 
it seems proper to make a public statem ent 
of the facts, for the information of all those 
interested in agricultural progress, and in or­ 
der to elicit from them an exprt sion of 
opinion regarding the desirability of continu­ 
ing. and if possible, expanding still further, 
the work of investigation of the agricultural 
capabilities and resources of the State. 
It 
bas thus far been carried on under the stress 
of inadequate means and appliances, largely 
by voluntary or underpaid services. 
I t can­ 
not be indefinitely continued in this manner, 
especially since the increasing interest of the 
agricultural population is steadily increasing 
the strain, both upon the means of the de­ 
partm ent and upon the physical endurance 
of those engaged in the work. 
I therefore 
desire to elicit an expression of opinion uptn 
the subject, so that, if acceptable, the experi­ 
ment station work may hereafter—whether by 
legislatUe appropriation or private endow­ 
ment—be placed upon a footing more ade­ 
quately commensurate with its magnitude 
and intrinsic importance. Very respectfully, 
E. W. H ilgard, 
Prof. of Agriculture University of California." 
Governor Perkins has responded to the 
foregoing as follows: 
" E . W . Hilgard, Professor of Agricnlture, 
University of California—Dear Sir : 
I have 
the honor to acknowledge receipt of your ex­ 
ceedingly valuable aud interesting communi­ 
cation relative to increasing the usefulness of 
the Departm ent of Agriculture of our U ni­ 
versity. 
Prominent among your many sug­ 
gestions, and iu which, to my mind, lies the 
formation of the future success of the agri­ 
cultural interests of California, as stated by 
you, 1 The needjof a detailed knowledge of 
the agricultural features and special adapta­ 
tions of the State and its several agricultural 
subdivisions, the experimental investigation 
of the numerous practical problems that meet 
the farmers at every turn, and upon the solu­ 
tion of which so often depends the question 
of profit or loss, sncce3S or failure.’ To make 
your department successful and enable it to 
can y cut the intentions of its promoters and 
the desires of the cultivators of our soils, it 
is absolutely necessary that aid of a substan­ 
tial and lasting character should be given it. 
The struggle to render this departm ent of 
such utility, I am sorry to say, ha», iu a great 
measure, rested in the lack of proper legisla­ 
tive action and an apparent apathy on the 
part of those who were most to be benefited. 
I t will afford me pleasure in my closing mes­ 
sage to the Legislature to bring this subject 
before that honorable body. 
Iu the mean­ 
time, if I can iu any manner be of assistance 
in aiding your endeavore in promoting the 
usefulness of your department, my services 
are at your command. 
Your», respectfully, 
“ G e o r g e C. P e r k in s , G overnor.” 
To get an expression of the farmers of the 
Stats and to briDg that expression home to 
the law-makiog power of the State, a petition 
has been presented for genera) circulation and 
to be presented to the Legislature when as 
sembled in 1883. 
The following is a copy of 
that petition* 
“ To the Honorable, tbe Senate and Assem­ 
bly of the State of California: Your peti­ 
tioners would respectfully direct the attention 
of your honorable bodies to the following 
facts, to w it: T hat the College of Agricult­ 
ure, under tho direction of the Professor of 
Agriculture, E. W. Hilgard, has, in addition 
to its educational work, rendered most val­ 
uable services to the agricultural interests of 
the State by the investigation cf agricultural 
materials and method», and the conditions 
affecting them, thus discharging the functions 
of an agricultural experiment station. 
In 
pursuit of this work, with appropriations of 
money made by previous Legislatures, much 
experimental work was undertaken, yielding 
most valuable results, aB outlined by the 
several reports of the Professor cf Agricult­ 
ure, and many im portant investigations art 
now in an unfinished state, because of a lack 
of funda for their continuance and comple 
tion. 
Now, therefore, that the great agri­ 
cultural industry iu which we are engaged 
may be advanced, by the aid of scientific 
investigation and practical tests, which the 
institution is fitted to conduct and set forth 
for the public benefit, your petitioners most 
earnestly pray that your honorable bodies 
will set apart from the fnnds of the State the 
sum of not les3 than 815,000 for the prosecu­ 
tion of the experimental and practical work 
■ f the College of Agricultura during the years 
1883 84 and 1881 85, and your petitioners 
will ever pray,” etc.

W ise men learn more by fools than fools do by 
■Wise race 


A dispatch from M arysville gives the 
main facts of a conference which has been 
held in th a t city between the representa­ 
tives of the farm ers and the hydraulic 
miners. 
The latter were represented by 
H am ilton 
Sm ith, J r., and 
O'Brien of 
Sm artsville. and the former by M ayor Bing­ 
ham and the officers of the Anti-Debris 
Association. 
A proposition was made on 
behalf of the miners to the effect th a t they 
would w ithin th irty days begin a dam 
across the Yuba at Hose's Bar, tw enty-six 
miles above M arysville ; th a t they would 
spend $200,000 upon it, building it of tim ­ 
ber and rock, and carrying it to a hight of 
eighty feet the first year ; th at they would 
undertake to raise it whenever necessary, 
or to build supplem entary brush or other 
darns, or to cease dum ping debris into the 
rix’er if the dam failed of its purpose. 
They also offered to introduce and urge in 
the Legislature a bill to compel all the hy­ 
draulic mining companies on the Yuba to 
pay a pro rata tax for the m aintenance of 
the dam, and also to compel all such 
companies, wherever practicable, to dam 
the ravines into which they dum p their 
tailings, so as to prevent them entering the 
rivers. 
T hey offered to place a certain 
sum in the hands of Colonel M endell for 
the construction of the dam, and to give 
him the direction of the work. 
They also 
proposed th a t the dam should be utilized 
for irrigating purposes, and showed th a t it 
could be made to irrigate a hundred and 
fifty thousand acres of foothill and plain 
lands. 
The farmers insisted, as a pre­ 
lim inary, th at the miners should cease 
working pending the construction of the 
dam, and at this point the conference was 
broken off, the miners declining to concede 
this demand. 
The negoitatioDB, according to our dis­ 
patch, arc. however, not regarded as at an 
end, and it is to be hoped th a t some com­ 
mon ground may be found finally. 
For, 
although the 
fanners have established 
their right to full protection in the Courts, 
they m ust realize th at they are, as yet, by 
no means safe, and th a t there is an elem ent 
of tim e inx’olved which they cannot afford 
to disregard. 
Thus if they should refuse 
to accept any term s proposed by the miners, 
it seems evident th a t the latter will avail 
them selvesof every legal device to postpone 
adverse action in the Courts, and so the 
season for dam -building may slip away be­ 
fore anything is done. 
In th a t event the 
people of M arysville and the farm ers of the 
surrounding country will have to face an­ 
other w inter w ithout any protection from 
the debris. 
Kven if they 6Ucceedod in 
getting all the mines enjoined they would 
have to anticipate the descent of large 
quantities of accum ulated debris, and it is 
a question of very serious im port to them 
w hether they can encounter this prospect 
w ithout great danger. 
In fact it is neces­ 
sary for them to realizs th a t even when a 
Court has rendered a decision favorable to 
them , there may yet be a difficulty in get­ 
ting th at decision enforced ; and th a t ex-en 
if it was enforced it could not shield them 
from the debris already in the rivers. 
If they insist upon the Btoppage of the 
mines during the construction of the dam, 
as they are certainly justified in doing 
under Judge Tem ple’s decision, they m ust 
m ake their account w ith having to compel 
such suspension by litigation, and however 
clear a case may be the processes of the 
Courts are slow, as the people of M arys­ 
ville have had occasion to learn before 
now. 
A vital consideration is th a t as to 
the provision for the next winter. 
It the 
m atter is allowed to drift all through the 
sum m er m onths the rainy season w ill be 
upon the farm ers before any 
m aterial 
protection is afforded them . 
I t is for them 
to consider w hether th at is a safe position 
to be in. On the other hand, if they accept 
the proposals of the m iners, the dam will 
be built across the Yuba before the rains 
come, and in th a t case it may be regarded 
as certain th a t no more injury will be doue 
to M arysville or the farm ing lands during 
the coming w inter. 
The question in the 
main is a practical one, b u t the chief danger 
arises from a m isapprehension as to the 
ability of the farm ers to utilize the victory 
they have already gained. 
By overesti­ 
m ating their power to enforce Judge Tern’ 
pie’s decision im m ediately, they m ay ex­ 
pose them selves to further damage and 
injury. 
I t is not to be expected th a t the 
miners will undertake the costly engineer­ 
ing works required until they have some 
assurance th a t the farmers will accept their 
proposition, nor can it be supposed th at 
thay will surrender anything which can be 
defended if their opponents refuse to agree 
to any term s. 


In short the farm ers are bound to con­ 
sider and determ ine w hether they are in a 
position to force the miners into the last 
ditch. Of course a compromise implies th at 
both sides have som ething to gain by 
m aking concessions. 
It appears to us th at 
this is a situation to which th a t rule ap­ 
plies very fairly. 
The farmers are not 
com pletely and im m ediately protected by­ 
Judge Tem ple’s decision, and the extent to 
which th a t decision fails to protect them 
m arks the extent to which they should be 
willing to acoept a compromise. 
W hat 
they w ant is effectual protection. 
The 
question is, can they secure this better by 
a compromise than by continuing to liti­ 
gate. 
W e have pointed out the weak 
places in their present position. 
W e are 
of opinion th at they cannot afford to face 
another 
w inter 
w ithout 
some 
barrier 
against the debris, and th a t this rem ark 
applies to any possible situation between 
cow and w inter ; it appiies, th a t is to say, 
w hether or not the hydraulic mines cease 
working. 
An observation of O’Brien’s, re­ 
ported in our dispatches, suggests a form of 
delay and danger which has not been con­ 
sidered thu9 far : namely, the possible de­ 
velopment of new mines if the old ones 
are stopped. 
In fact it is certain th a t if 
the miners are driven to contest every foot 
of the ground it will be wholly im practica­ 
ble to get all the hydraulic mines closed 
this year, and therefore it is the more nec­ 
essary th a t some arrangem ent should be 
made w ithout delay, providing it can be 
done. 
The fact th at the farmers and the 
people of M arysville have nothing to lose 
by accepting the dam scheme, since in the 
event of its failure the m iners will be com­ 
pelled to suspend dum ping, ought to have 
its influence also in bringing them to a de­ 
term ination to m ake term s w ith their op­ 
ponents. 
They can lose no rights before 
the Courts by so doing, ami they will x’ery 
certainly gain w hat 
they 
moat 
need, 
namely, protection for the tim e being. 


TH E EXAMINATION OF OUITEAU’S BRAIN. 


Mrs. G arriki.d has been elected a member of the 
Board of Trustocsof Hiram Collette, io the place her 
husband held so many years. 


Those who imagine th a t the question of 
a person’s m ental condition can be defi­ 
nitely settled by an exam ination of the 
brain after death, are scarcely com petent 
to discuss such questions at a l l ; and it is 
probable th a t there are a great m any peo­ 
ple io this condition. 
In the case of Gui- 
teau such persons have generally appeared 
to think th at the solution of the problem 
of his m ental state was perfectly simple 
and feasible, and th a t all the doctors had 
to do was to open his skull, whereupon the 
condition of his intellect would he dem on­ 
strated as plainly as possible. 
But unfor­ 
tunately for the determ ination of popular 
controversies, the hum an brain is by no 
means easily com prehended, and its m ani­ 
festations in regard to m ental aberration are 
frequently of the most perplexing char­ 
acter. 
Sensitive as the brain is commonly 
supposed to he, and in fact ready is in 
some respects, it is yet singularly unexcit- 
ablo in many regards. 
Thus it is well 
known th a t it Í9 possible to remove a large 
part of one of the hemispheres w ithout 
producing any pain or any disturbance of 
the intellectual functions. 
The substance 
of the brain is quite w ithout sensation, 
though it registers so m any different sensa­ 
tions. 
I t may be cut away, slice by slice, 
while its owner is conversing, and he will 
rem ain unconscious that anything is being 
done to him. 
Men have lived long periods 
w ith bullets in their brain. 
O ther men 
have suddenly died, and dissection has 
revealed the existence of extensive ab­ 
scesses in the brain substance, which had 
been present for many m onths, but had at 
no tim e affected the mind. 
Even consider­ 
able inflammation of the m embranes of the 
brain may be set up, not w ithout affectiug 
the m ind, perhaps, but w ithout producing 
such changes as would compel attention. 
A nd insanity may exist w ithout leaving 
any clearly defined m arks in the brain sub­ 
stance or m em branes. 
I t is possible w ith 
the aid of the mieroscope, often to detect 
lesions which are im perceptible to the 
unaided vision, but in m any cases of un­ 
doubted insanity the cerebral organs ap­ 
pear to be in alm ost a normal condition. 
Thus Schroeder Van der Kolk, one of 
the most laborious investigators, was led to 
the belief “ th a t insanity m ust be regarded 
“ as a purely psychical lesion,” though sub­ 
sequent research modified this conclusion, 
and satisfied him th a t if the exam ination 
was sufficiently thorough mo3t cases of 
pronounced m ental disease would exhibit 
some indication of lesion of brain sub­ 
stance. 
In the m ajority of cases, howex-er, 
the clearly defined degeneration is con­ 
fined to the m em branes and coverings of 
the brain t the pia m ater, arachnoid and 
dura-m ater. 
Inflam m ation in any of these 
is shown usually by induration, and by 
adhesion to the adjoining tissues. Thus the 
pia-m ater may be so firmly attached to the 
brain substance th a t it cannot be separated 
w ithout lacerating the latter. 
Or th e ara­ 
chnoid and the pia-m aterm ay be adherent. 
Or the dura m ater m ay adhere to the skull 
on one eide or to the arachnoid on the 
other. 
\ \ hichover of these changes has 
taken place it is a fair presum ption th at 
they indicate lesions of the brain which 
m ay have affected the m ental functions 
more or less. 
Now in a man like G uiteau 
we should not look for any strongly m arked 
degeneration of the cerebral organs, for 
during bin life he never exhibited any vio­ 
lent aberration. 
If he was insane his in­ 
sanity was the effect of certain gradual, 
slow and partial chaDges in the brain, and 
in exam ining his brain therefore we should 
expect to find only such changes. 
A nd the official report of the autopsy 
verifies this view of the case. 
There are 
indurations, adhesions, and w hatia still more 
significant, a strongly am eaiic condition of 
p art of the brain. 
This anu-mic condition 
of the brain is found in certain stages of 
general paralysis, and it is one of the m ost 
trustw orthy evidences of m ental unsound 
ness. 
In idiots this bloodlesaness of the 
grey substance is most prom inent, and it ap­ 
pears in all who have travelled a certain 
p art of the journey tow ard im becility or 
mania. 
Now we observe in the brain of 
G uiteau quite as litany m arks of lesion as 
could reasonably have been expected. There 
is adhesion ia several places : between the 
dura m ater and the sk u ll; between the 
arachnoid and the pia-m atsr ; between the 
pia-m ater and the brain substance. 
There 
is also induration, or thickening, as the 
report has it. 
There is induration of the 
dura-m ater, and also of the arachnoid, and 
there were some “ small p atch es” indica­ 
ting local but apparently chronic congestion. 
The general features of the brain appear to 
have presented no special phenomena, bnt 
the facts we have noted are in them selves 
quite sufficient to confirm the hypothesis 
of G uiteau s insanity. 
In a ease of. this 
kind it m ust be remembered th a t the ab­ 
sence of all lesions or apparent lesions in 
the brain could not he regarded as dem on­ 
strating sanity. 
In the present case, 
however, we have no evidence th a t a th o r­ 
ough exam ination was 
made. 
The m i­ 
croscope is not m entioned in the report, nor 
does it appear th a t the brain was exam ined 
by section w ith any completeness. 


Kven the hasty and seemingly superfi­ 
cial exam ination had, however, has re­ 
sulted in the discovery of a num ber of 
indications of 
disease of 
the 
cerebral 
organs. 
The induration spoken of, and 
the 
adhesions, 
indicate 
inflamm ation 
of the m embranes, and such inflamm ation 
invariably prefaces and accompanies m en­ 
tal disorder. 
And when the pia-m ater is 
involved we may be sure th a t the m ind is 
affected, since, as Schroeder Van der Kolk 
observes, 
“ irritations and mflammatory 
“ conditions of the pia-m ater, according to 
“ the degree of their developm ent, stand 
" in the closest relation w ith the different 
“ degrees of insanity.” 
Now G uiteau’s 
brain was apparently in a transient con­ 
dition. 
I t wa9 diseased, but not to each 
an extent as to incapacitate him for busi­ 
ness or action of any kind. 
I t was dis­ 
eased to 
the 
extent of 
m aking 
him 
“ c ran k y ” in fact, b n t the sense of right 
and wrong was by no means obliterated, 
and he was entirely responsible. 
H ad he 
lived ten years longer it is highly probable 
th a t the brain disease wonld have extended 
so far as to render his insanity unquestion­ 
able. 
There is reasoH to believe th a t it had 
been proceeding much more rapidly since 
his perpetration of the crim e for which he 
was executed. 
B ut the exam ination of his 
brain has, in our judgm ent, com pletely 
confirmed the theory of his insanity, the 
abnorm alities described in the report being 
of a character to show th a t the cerebral 
organa m ust have been affeoted, while his 
actual oonluct was consistent w ith no 
other theory than th a t of insanity. 


TUB 
ENGLISH 
IN 
THE 
PACIFIC. 


The Furtnitjhtly Revittc for June contains 
a paper by John W isker, of Melbourne, 
entitled “ Troubles in the Pacific,” which 
ia interesting and at the same tim e pain­ 
ful. 
For it shows w ith w hat a monotony 
of arrogance and overm astering selfishness 
the Anglo-Saxon races everywhere tram ples 
down the weak race it encounters, and 
how also 
the same Anglo-Saxon raee 
ignores and violates its own religious doc 
trines whenex'er self interest calls npon it. 
M r. W isker begins his paper w ith an ac­ 
count of the natives of A ustralia, and here 
we come into contact w ith a situation so 
exactly identical w ith our own relations 
to the Indians th a t we m ight he reading 
about doings in Colorado or Arizona in­ 
stead of Queensland and Brisbane. 
The 
A ustralian colonists treat their natives 
ju st as the Am erican frontiersm en treat 
the Indians. 
They are regarded as ver­ 
min, and 
killed at 
every opportunity. 
W here reservations have been set apart 
for them the w hite men are constantly 
trying to get them away. 
There is an in­ 
stitution in Australia, howex'er, which is 
peculiar to th a t country. 
W e refer to 
w hat is called the Black Police. 
The 
G overnm ent has employed natives to hunt 
and kill their own people. 
They are uni­ 
formed, mounted, arm ed w ith repeating 
rifles and revolvers, and officered by white 
men. 
Being m asters 
of savage wood­ 
craft they can follow trails which are blind 
to Europeans, and are therefore very useful. 
\\ hen, however, they have made an attack 
upon their countrym en, 
they 
abandon 
discipline and become savages, and it is 
found necessary to let them have their 
way, which “ way ” involves the horrible 
torture and cruel death of their prisoners, 
and hideous outrages upon women. 
T his is a pitch of atrocity which has not 
yet been reached on our frontiers. 
I t is 
true 
th a t 
our 
arm y employs 
Indian 
scouts, h u t they are not allowed to run 
am uck at ex-ery encounter w ith the hostile 
Indians. 
The A ustralians adm it th a t the 
Black Police is co t a creditable institu­ 
tion, b u t w ith the stolidity which habitua­ 
tion to abuses always engenders, they de­ 
fend it as necessary. 
Ju st 
bo the slave­ 
owners used to defend the 
practice of 
hunting fugitive slaves w ith bloodhounds. 
The A ustralian abjrigines are being rapid­ 
ly exterm inated, and in a few years there 
will be no more of them . 
Perhaps their 
extinction is inevitable, but it is certain 
th at in dying they will bequeath a curse 
to their conquerors, who have brutalized 
them selves w hile asserting their suprem acy 
over these weak creatures. 
B ut it is not 
alone in A ustralia th a t there is trouble be­ 
tween the w hite and the dark races. 
T hroughout the m yriad islands of the 
Pacific the irrepressible Anglo-Saxon is 
m aking 
difficulties and trade together. 
A t short intervals com plaint is heard th at 
some island natives have m urdered a white 
man. or a group of w hite men. 
A sloop-of- 
war is then sent to the spot, and the 
bread-fruit trees 
and 
em pty huts are 
solemnly bom barded. 
Perhaps tonic na­ 
tives are caught. 
T hen a trial is held, or 
the form of one, and the natives are exe­ 
cuted. 
Thus a confusion betw een w ar and 
governm ent is constantly going on. 
Of 
course if England is at war w ith th esepto- 
plo she cannot have a right to punish them 
for retaliating upon her. 
She cannot have 
a right to try them in any case, for she has 
no jurisdiction. 
I t is in fact the unreason­ 
ing tyrauny of the strong over the weak 
which she practises. 
It is the same kind 
of brutal oppression which she practised 
tow ard China in the infamous 
Opium 
W ar. 


England's course tow ards these Pacific 
Islanders is discreditable. 
The com plaints 
which her mcn-of-war take up arise, in 
nine cases ont of ten, from the bad be­ 
havior of the white traders who ply among 
these islands, and who are really no better 
than pirates and slavers. 
The nam e they 
go by is “ beach-com bers,” and it is sig­ 
nificant of their occupation, which is to 
“ comb ” the shore or bank of all they can 
get, at the same tim e keeping clear of the 
interior. 
They are alm ost always ruffians 
and thieves of the kind to be looked for on 
the very outerm ost verge of civilization, 
and when they get into trouble w ith the 
natives it is m ostly because they have com­ 
m itted some outrage, tried to steal men, 
outraged women, or perpetrated somf! bold 
theft. 
W hen they m ake th eir com plaints 
it is impossible for the captain of the man- 
of-war on the station to find out the tru th . 
The natives are not there to give their \rer- 
sion, and if they were they could not make 
them selves understood. So they are “ pun- 
iahed,” and in the end the treatm ent 
am ounts to this ; th a t England is em ploy­ 
ing her navy to protect piracy and the 
Blavc trade. 
I'nfortunately it appears th at 
this latter has been cultivated quite ac­ 
tively under the disguise of the coolie 
trade, 
by some of the A ustralian 
col­ 
onies. 
N atives are brought from 
Fiji 
and other islands, and put under con­ 
tract for three years, at a wage of §30 a 
year and board. 
Investigation ha9 shown 
th a t some planters have been known to 
kill off their hands by excessive work to-* 
w ard the end of the three years, to save 
the money and escape the necessity of 
sending the coolies home. 
In short, the evidence adduced by Mr. 
W isker goes to show th at the aggressive 
Anglo-Saxon, 
pushing everywhere with 
the Bible, the rifle and the rum -bottle, 
scarcely gives the savage tim e to com pre­ 
hend the Gospel message brought by the 
om nipresent missionary before he makes 
him drunk w ith rum, and then kills him 
w ith fire-arms. 
The white traders use 
fire-arms and tire-w ater as their principal 
currency, and the results of their traffic 
are rapidly becoming apparent. 
Of course 
these simple children of nature do not un­ 
derstand the superiority of a civilization 
which approaches them under such anom ­ 
alous and incongruous circum stances, but 
they are capable of perceiving th a t the 
white man is very much more powerful 
than they are. 
He teaches them to get 
drunk and to com m it m urder w ith facility, 
and on the strength of these lessons he 
invites thom to accept his idea of religion. 
England is preparing for herself a x-ery 
ugly record in this connection, b u t since 
the Opium W ar was 
not 
sufficiently 
monstrous 
to 
tu rn 
her 
stomach, 
it 
cannot be expected th a t the petty tyranny 
exercised over the poor islanders of the 
Pacific w ill cause any uneasiness to her. 
And as for the A ustralians, they are follow­ 
ing too closely in our own footsteps for as 
to pretend a very severe indignation at 
their policy, however we m a y regret it. 


POLITICAL 
ASSESSMENTS. 


The Republican Congressional Com m ittee 
has called down upon itself the condem na­ 
tion of the country by its recent shameless 
and im pudent defiance of the law in regard 
to the levying of political assessments. 
One journal, however, very pertinently in­ 
quires where the Congressional Com m ittee 
obtains its authority for w hat it has done. 
The tru th is th a t it has no authority. The 
Republican party has never authorized it 
to exist even. 
I t is not a representative 
body. 
I t is self-constituted, and possesses 
no delegated power. 
Y et this unauthor­ 
ized body has bad the ineffable impudence 
to send circulars out, not ouly to clerks, 
but actually to day-'aborers in public em­ 
ploy, dem anding paym ent of considerable 
am ounts, and even undertaking to fix the 
sum s which their intended victim s should 
pay. 
The New Y'ork 
Herald recently 
printed a fac-simile of one of these circu­ 
lars which was sent to a laborer having a 
wife and children to support, on a wage of 
two dollars a day. 
The circular required 
this poor fellow to pay fifteen dollars ; and 
another case is cited by the Herald in 
which an office boy of thirteen was asked 
tor three dollars and a half. 
Now this is 
as mean and d irty and rascally a business 
as pocket-picking, and the Congressmen 
who have signed their names to these cir­ 
culars are certainly not high-minded men 
if they do not feel asham ed of their con­ 
nection w ith the whole business. 
W hen, 
too, it is considered th a t the business is 
utterly dex-oid of responsibility, the out­ 
rage appears worse. 
For w hat purpose 
are these 
forced 
contributions 
made V 
ffstensibly 
for 
“ campaign 
purposes.” 
B ut 
in 
fact 
there 
is 
not 
the 
slightest guarantee for any such employ­ 
m ent of the money collected, while it has 
been notorious th at a very large percentage 
of alm ost every “ campaign fund ” is inter­ 
cepted by the camp-followers and political 
thieves who hang about the party head­ 
quarters. 
Thus it appears th a t this in­ 
solent attem pt to bleed the public em­ 
ployes is at bottom little else than open 
robbery, since the presum ption is that 
three-fourths 
of the 
money would be 
absorbed by a set of scouudrelly adventur­ 
ers who have no more right to it than so 
m any highwaymen. 
Y et there are Con­ 
gressmen sufficiently obtuse or dishonest 
to rise in their places and defend the sys­ 
tem of political assessments, and who are 
so stupid as to think it a sufficient dis­ 
guise of their black-m ailing schemes to 
pretend th at they only ask for “ volnntary 
“ contributions,” and to assert th a t no­ 
body is ever discharged for refusing to pay 
these assessments. 
M r. H ubbell and his 
colleagues are behind public opinion on this 
question. 
They do not at all understand 
the seriousness and extent of the anger and 
disgust which their course is exciting. But 
it is very certain th a t the American people 
are determ ined not to put up w ith the 
abuse of political assessm ents any longer, 
and th a t if Congressmen cannot be made to 
understand this they can at least be taken 
ont of Congress.

\ \ hen Daniel W ebster was Secretary of 
S tate under President H arrison one of his 
first official acts was to send a circular 
letter to each chief of a Cabinet office, 
prohibiting the levying of political assess­ 
m ents. 
In this letter he informed them 
th a t the President considered it an abuse 
“ to bring the patronage of the general 
“ governm ent into conflict w ith the free- 
“ dum of elections, and th at this abuse 
“ ought to be corrected wherever it may 
“ have been perm itted to exist, and to be 
“ prex’entcd for the future.” 
And then he 
proceeded to say “ th a t partisan iuterfer- 
“ enoe in the popular elections, w hether of 
“ S tate officers or of officers of the Federal 
“ Governm ent, and for whomsoever and 
“ against whomsoever it may be exercised, 
“ or the paym ent of any contribution or 
“ assessm ent on salaries or official com pen­ 
s a t i o n for party or election purposes, will 
“ be regarded as cause for rem oval.” This 
is a very different policy from th a t ad­ 
vocated by Mr. Hubbell. 
W ebster de­ 
clared th a t all who paid assessm ents should 
be removed. 
Hubbell assures the em 
ploy es of the Governm ent th a t the latter 
approves the theory of political assess, 
mente. 
The contrast is very decided, and 
it is not to the advantage of H ubbell and 
those he represents. 


The attack made by Robeson npon W hit- 
thorne was disgraceful to the assailant only. 
I t was a species of blustering, brutal ab­ 
surdity, as little entitled to serious consid­ 
eration as the outburst of the petulant boy 
who thiBks to vindicate him self from a 
charge by calling out “ you’re another !” 
I t is of no consequence w hether Congres- 
mxn W hittkorne is or is not a moral man. 
The only question of 
consequence 
ia 
w hether in bis capacity as Chairm an of the 
Investigating Com m ittee he elicited the 
tru th concerning Robeson's adm inistration 
of the navy. 
And as Robeson him self has 
n-ver been able either to m eet or refute the 
charges preferred against him by W hit- 
thorne, the only rational conclusion is th a t 
these charges are true. 
M ere impudence 
has stood m any a man in good stead, but 
it will not help Robeson, because the facts 
as to his naval adm inistration are at the 
the command of all men, aDd because these 
facts prove him to have squandreed the 
nation’s money in the m ost outrageous 
fashion. 
He has been silly enough to assert 
th a t every ship in the Am erican navy now 
afloat has passed through his hands or been 
built by him. 
He ia silly enough to make 
this boast in the teeth of the fact th a t 
there is not one really serviceable vessel in 
the nax'y to day, and th a t it is a by-word 
and reproach all over the world. 
The most 
singular fact, 
however, is th a t he has 
already been m ost 
thoroughly exposed 
in Congress. 
A m onth ago Mr. H ew itt 
w ent in detail through the nax'y, taking 
ex’ery vessel separately, and proved by the 
official statistics th a t the Robeson adm inis­ 
tration had been one continued waste. 
He showed, for example, th a t six vessels 
built by Robeson cost fonr tim es w hat 
sim ilar m erchant vessels were built for at 
the same tim e, 
and th a t despite this 
enormous excess of outlay it wa9 necessary 
to spend tw enty-six per cent, of their 
original cost in repairs to them during the 
first six years of their etrvice. 
Mr. H ew itt 
showed th at while all Robeson's ships cost 
three or four tim es more than sim ilar ves­ 
sels could be built for anyw here else than 
in the N avy Yarda, they were all inferior 
in every respect to the cheaper vessels. 
They were incapable of speed, they con­ 
sumed far too much coal, th eir engines were 
expensive and bad, and the work put ou 
them was inferior. 
And when the ques­ 
tion of repairs is discussed, his waste in 
building sinks into com parative insignifi­ 
cance. 
There are vessels upon which he 
has spent three tim es the am ount of their 
original cost, and after all they have still 
needed repairs. 
The catalogue of his 
lachea, howex-er, is too long to be recapitu­ 
lated. 
W e hax’e only referred to it to show 
th a t he has nothing to gain by blackguard­ 
ing those who have done their duty in ex­ 
posing 
his 
bad 
naval 
adm inistration. 
W hat the Republican party has to gain 
by putting him again at the head of naxal 
affairs, and following his advice in m aking 
naxal appropriations, it will doubtless in 
due tim e ascertain,

The public schools will reopen on Mon­ 
day next. 


W illiam H u n ter and Jacob Smith have 
been convicted in the Police C ourt of mis­ 
dem eanor, for having disturbed a religions 
m eeting a t the Magdalen Asylum last Sun 
day, 


Thomas P. II. W hitelaw , owner of the 
wreck Lammermoor, has obtained a search 
w arrant to search the schooner Laura, on 
which he claims there is a quan tity of prop­ 
erty saved from the wreck. 
An endeavor to bore an artesian well 
near the foot of California street has not 
been successful. 
A t a depth of 245 feet 
bnt a small quantity of w ater was found, 
and the well was abandoned. 
Coroner W eeks held an inquest in the 
case of 1 eter Goetz, the ship carpenter 
who, on last Tuesday night, was Bhot and 
killed by Lnke Carty, at No. 132» San- 
some street, and the jury returned a ver­ 
dict in which C arty is charged w ith m an­ 
slaughter. 


In th e m atter of the loss of the Lam- 
merraoor, the Naval C ourt of Inquiry finds 
the loss of the ship to be due to the act of 
Captain G uthrie, iu not taking soundings, 
in not altering the course of the ship, and 
the C aptain’s certificate was ordered sus­ 
pended for six months. 


Still another tram p is in trouble over the 
greed of somebody in bring here an nnlaw- 
ful num ber of cooli-.-s. 
H. W. Biown, As­ 
sistant of Port, has 
filed a com plaint 
against Captain N orth, of the ocean tram p 
Strapis. 
The com plaint states th a t the 
bi-rthB of the Serapis are constructed in 
violation of law, and if such is the case the 
ship is liable to a fine of §4,170, as she 
carried 834 passengers, the fine for each 
being §5. 


Communications, it is alleged, have been 
tiled w ith presiding Judge Allen reflecting 
upon the judicial integrity of Superior 
Judge Charles Halsey, of D epartm ent Ten, 
iu th at he has favorites whom he appoints 
to positions of tru st constantly as receivers 
and assignees, and th a t he "is unduly in­ 
fluenced by one certain attorney. 
Judge 
Halsey’s friends indignantly deny th a t there 
is anything but personal spite and jealousy 
ia the m atter, and th a t the Judge is up­ 
right and conscientious in all his acts. 
T he H arbor Commissioners on Thursday 
directed the Chief Kugineer to prepare 
plans and specifications for the construe- 
tion of a shed on the Main street wharf, 
the same to be 75 feet wide by 585 feet 
long ; also for the repairs necessary to be 
made on the wharf to receive the shed. 
This shed is dtsigned to accommodate 
steam and sailing vessels trading with the 
Sandwich Islands, and for the tem porary 
storage of sugar. 
The Chief Engineer was 
also directed to prepare plans and specifica­ 
tions for the construction of the outer Bev- 
enty-tive feet of Steuart street, from Folsom 
to H arrison ; also for the construction of a 
w harf on the southerly half of Folsom 
street, from S ltu a rt to K ist street, being 
320 feet in length by an average w idth of 
87 f e e t; also for repairing and the recon­ 
struction of the wharf along the outer half 
of East street, from the center line of Fol­ 
som street to a point 3’20 feet north ; also 
for the construction of a pier 100 feet wide, 
to be known as the Folsom street pier, ex­ 
tending from a point near the intersection 
of Folsorn and East streets to the pier iead 
line, having a length of 420 feet.

Th« m ourning of the Italian people over 
Garibaldi has been som ething wonderful. 
It is said th a t it seemed as if every man 
and woman in the land had sustained a 
personal loss. 
I t was genuine, unaffected 
sorrow. 
And it was a tribute to the vir­ 
tues and heroism of G aribaldi which can­ 
not be overestim ated. 
H ere was a man 
whose whole life had been devoted to his 
country, who was unselfish, lofty of pur- 
jK>se, pure of nature. 
He was not a great 
.statesman nor a brilliant captain. 
He was 
not eloquent nor learned. 
He was a very 
simple man who had a clear idea of his 
duty, and lived np to it. 
Y et there is 
more real Borrow for this prim itive hero 
than has been evoked by any death w ithin 
the century. 
Splendor of rank, hight of 
genius, w ealth, attainm ents, all fail to 
touch the sym pathetic chords as this plain, 
dow nright soldier has. 
Garibaldi lived in 
the hearts of the Italian people, for he 
sym bolized their patriotic aspirations, and 
he was, and perhaps this was the most in­ 
fluential factor, one of them selves.

OF 
GENERAL 
8KOBHLEFF. 


W hat promised to be a brilliant career 
has been suddenly cut short by the death 
of General Skobeleff. 
H e was a man 
som ewhat of the Custer type, brave to 
foolhardiue83, passionately fond of adven­ 
ture, m elodram atic in tastes, and ready to 
do anything to create for himself a new 
field of m ilitary activity. 
He was a good 
representative of 
th at Russian m ilitary 
elem ent which has no use for the Govern­ 
m ent except for purposes of war, aud 
which would if it could keep the country 
embroiled w ith its neighbors continually. 
Skobeleff was no statesm an, and probably 
not a skillful commander. 
He could lead 


a charge gallantly, or undertake a des­ 
perate enterprise, hut he was much more a 
lighter than a captain. 
H ad he lived he 
would doubtless have done all he could to 
promote a foreign war, no m atter w hether 
with Germ any or Eogland, and he would 
have distinguished himself in the field. 
But as to w hat should be done w ith the 
consequences of war, such considerations 
never troubled him. 


It is som etim es difficult not to question 
the reality of m odern progress, and to ask 
w hether it is not in the main a sham. 
Take a little illustration which has ju st 
come under notice. 
H erbert Spencer, 
in carrying out his elaborate system of 
philosophy, gathered together a vast mass 
of sociological observations and phenom ­ 
ena, which he caused to be arranged sys­ 
tem atically in the m ost convenient order 
for reference, and which he published in 
eight folio parts, at a very m oderate price. 
Y et, though there is abundance of talk 
about social science in these day», and 
though H erbert Spencer’s 
“ inscriptive 
Sociology ” contained the m ost necessary 
aud invaluable inform ation appertaining to 
th a t branch of hutnan knowledge, it was 
found impossible to sell the book in suffi­ 
cient num bers to avoid loss. 
In this coun­ 
try, in fact, the sale was so restricted 
th at after the third num ber the Appletons 
refused to reproduce them . 
On this one 
work Mr. Spencer has incurred a positive 
loss of sixteen thousand dollars, for he 
had to publish it at his own expense. 
Now w hen we reflect tn at great fortunes 
are made by the publication of flash papers, 
dime novels, the most abom inable literary 
trash, and th a t the New* York 
Weekly, 
a 
vehicle of 
kitchen 
romance, 
has 
a 
larger 
circulation 
than 
any 
jour­ 
nal 
in the 
U nited States, 
it 
is 
im ­ 
possible to retain the conviction th a t the 
progress of the age is as lapid as is com­ 
monly pretended. 
A nd such facts as wc 
have ciled are trustw orthy evidence of the 
actual nature of the intellectual situation. 
The literature people buy is bought to suit 
them selves, not to satisfy a mere fashion. 
The New York Weekly and th a dime novels 
and the flash papers show the intellectual 
level of the m ajority, ami assuredly it is 
very little in advance of th a t of a century 
ago*____

I t will be remembered th a t in speaking 
oí the nitrogen of the atm osphere we said 
th a t it was very inert, and th a t it was 
difficult to cause it to combine w ith other 
elem ents or compounds. 
I t was therefore 
concluded th a t the nitrogen needed and 
secured by erops was obtained from n itro­ 
genous compounds, and not directly from 
th e free nitrogen of the air. 
The com­ 
pounds which furnish the most, if not all 
of the hydrogen needed by crops, are am ­ 
m onia 
and 
nitric 
acid. 
Nitrogenous 
m anures are the most expensive and unre­ 
liable of all the artiticial fertilizers which 
we have to buy. 
They are the first or sec­ 
ond to be exhausted in most soil, and 
especially in intense culture m ust be re­ 
new ed each year if it is desired to secure 
th e maximum yield. 
The forms in which 
th ey appearon the m arket are—owing to the 
fact th at not only m ust nitrogen be pres­ 
en t, but it m ust also be present in an avail­ 
able form—not always w orth as much to 
th e farm er as is represented by the money 
value of the nitrogen which may be ex­ 
tracted from them by treatm ent w ith strong 
chem ical reagents.

KIl'H IN NITROGEN, 
A s can be seen by the fumes which are 
given off when they are burned ; b ut we 
all know tn a t they may be in a 6oil for a 
year or more and often not suffer the (lig h t­ 
est decomposition. 
These three substances 
often form th e bulk of the nitrogenous 
m atter of m any so-called “ nitrogenous 
fertilizers,” which are, on the strength of 
a certificate purchased from some unrelia­ 
ble chem ist, sold as containing a certain 
per cent, of nitrogen—which they may 
really have—the largest p art of which is 
generally locked up in some unavailable 
form , and is as useless to the farm er as so 
m uch charcoal or sole-leather would be. 
T h e principal source of nitrogen for agri­ 
cu ltu ral purposes is the guano of the isles 
of the Pacific Ocean. 
Besides nitrogen, 
th e guano contains a considerable am ount 
of phosphoric acid and other nutritive 
plant food. 
It is only by the unrestricted 
use of fertilizers, and especially guano, 
th a t

p o rt 
their 
population. 
This 
has 
been the case ia every thickly-settled 
civilized country, except perhaps in Japan 
an d China, and there is not a shadow of 
do u b t bnt th a t we of California m ust in 
th e near future resort to more rational 
practices of agriculture th an most of us 
m ake use of a t the present tim e. 
In the 
K istern States the im portance of the sub­ 
je c t has already been realized ; and farming 
is carried on w ith an end to the perpetual 
m aintcna: ce of the fertility of the soil. 
In all cultivated eoil, and especially where 
so much grain is annually carried from the 
soil as is done in California, the first of the 
principal necessary soil ingredients to be 
exhansted is phosphoric acid. 
N ext to this 
comes nitrogen ; and la3t of the three is 
potash. The effect of nitrogenous manures, 
it w ill be remembered, ia to increase the 
vigor of growth of plants, and to increase 
th e mass of the foliage. 
I t is, therefore, 
particularly needful to have an easily avail­ 
able snpply of nitrogen for all shallow- 
rooted and quickly-m aturing crops. 


DEEr-KOOTED CItOPS 
H ave a much greater capacity for securing 
plant-food, and will often fiourish on weak 
soils whose per cent, of phosphoric acid, 
nitrogen and potash is too small to suffice 
for a crop of one of the cereals. 
W e see, 
therefore, th at owing to the cost and un­ 
certain ty of commercial nitrogenous fer­ 
tilizers, and to the im portance of having 
an adequate snpply of available nitrogeD 
present in all soils, it is of the first im­ 
portance th a t all should thoroughly under­ 
stand the available natural sources of 
nitrogeD, as well as th e conditions which 
best conduce to its appropriation and as­ 
sim ilation. 
Ammonia is very soluble in 
w ater, therefore the rains which fall in the 
spring and fall m ust bring to the earth all 
of the free ammonia of the atm osphere. 
In speakiDg of am m onia in a previous 
paper we m entioned the fact th a t the first 
ram s after the dry season always brought 
down com paratively large quantities of 
am m onia ; while after the atm osphere had 
been washed by a heavy rain, the rain 
w ater is found to be alm ost free from am ­ 
monia. 
Ammonia exists in the soil in 
three forms : (1) Gaseous—the carbonate ; 
\2) physically condensed in the porous m at­ 
te r of the so il; (3) in chem ical combina­ 
tion w ith other bodies. 
(1) From the fact 
th a t the soil is at all tim es more or less 
saturated w ith carbonic acid, which has a 
strong tendency to combine w ith ammonia, 
it would seem th a t the larger p»rt of the 
free ammonia entering the soil would be at 
ones converted by contact w ith the car­ 
bonic acid into the carbonate. 
As wo 
have already seen, this carbonate is a 
volatile salt, and therefore it exists in the 
gaseous state on the surface soil at ordioary 
tem peratures. 
From this property of 


THE CARBONATE OF AMMONIA 
I t is readily seen th at, although large 
quantities of it may be formed, y et it 
could hardly be expected th at it would be 
retained for any leDgth of tim e in the soil. 
And this is really the case. 
Unless the 
soil contains some Balt, as gypsum, which 
readily unites w ith the carbonate of am 
monia w ith the formation of a stable salt 
of ammonia, we often lose large quantities 
of nitrogen from our soil by the simple 
volatilization and escape into the atm os­ 
phere of the carbonate of ammonia. 
(2) 
A lthough almost any soil and m any other 
bodies possess the power of absorbing mauy 
tim es their own bulk of ammonia gas, yet 
the am ount of free ammonia retained in 
soils is com paratively small. This is largely- 
owing to the facts th at porous bodies satu­ 
rated w ith ammonia lose the greater part 
of it when brought in contract w ith other 
gases- for eoils generally contain consider­ 
able m oisture which to a certain extent ab­ 
stracts the ammonia from the pores of the 
soil—and th at the soil contains many sub­ 
stances which combine chemically w ith 
ammonia. Clay exerts the strongest affinity 
for ammonia in the presence of other gases 
th an does any of the other principal sail iu- 
gredients. 
W e see, therefore, th at 


THE AMOUNT OF AMMONIA 
O r ammonia carbonate vapor in a soil is 
constantly varying, and influenced by the 
rain, dew, evaporation, etc., as well as by­ 
local causes. 
The actual quantity present 
is generally small and bard to calculate accu­ 
rately. 
(3. 
Ammonia unites chemically, 
and to form more or less stable salts w ith 
th e acids of the hum ns group, w ith some 
phosphates and silicates, and as doable 
salts w ith the hum us acids and lime, mag­ 
nesia, oxide of iron, etc. 
I t is through the 
form ation of these salts th at the ammonia 
is, for the most part, retained in the soil ; 
an d were these salts readily soluble, or 
easily volatiled, the nitrogen would be 
largely 
wasted. 
W e 
have 
previously 
spoken of th e readiness w ith which the 
carbonate of ammonia is vaporized, also of 
th e fact th a t it is fixed by contact w ith 
gypsum . 
During the fixing process the 
am m onia co - Hfiea w ith the sulphuric acid 
of the gyps'; i w ith the form ation of sul­ 
phate oi ammonia, and the lime and car­ 
bonic acid form carbonate of lime, or lime­ 
stone. 
I t is a curious chemical fact th at 
if sulphate of ammonia and carbonate of 
calcium be m ixed in a vessel and then 
evaporated to dryness the residue will be 
found to contain ammonia carbonate and 
sulphate of lime (gypsum). 
Hence we con­ 


clude th a t soils which contain the elem ents 
of ammonia carbonate will 


IN DRY SI MMER WEATHER, 
Often lose ammonia by the conversion of 
its elem ents 
into 
ammonia 
carbonate, 
which alm ost im m ediately is lost in the 
atm osphere. 
In our hot, dry California 
clim ate, it is quite probable th a t we often 
tem porarily lose considerable nitrogen in 
this m anner. 
The soil has the power of 
fixing some of the ammonia from its solu­ 
tions as it passes through, yet it has been 
proved th a t it cannot abstract all of the 
ammonia from the liquids passing through 
i t ; also, th a t w hat ammonia is abstracted 
by the soil can be redissolved from it by 
fresh quantities of water. 
W e see again 
th at the quantity of ammonia, both free 
and in combination, fluctuates, and that 
were it not subject to chemical changes 
which fix it in the soil, it would much or it 
be lost to crops. 
There are two principal 
chemical changes by which ammonia is 
made directly available through the soil to 
plants. 
These are its combinations with 
the 
hum us 
acids 
and 
w ith 
oxygen 
or nitric acid. 
Ammonia in combina­ 
tion w ith hum us acids forms acid bodies 
which are insoluble, and as snch are proba­ 
bly not im m ediately available for plant 
food. 
These organic substances give op 
ammonia when treated w ith strong alkalis, 
and in this respect they resemble a class of 
organic compounds known in organic chem ­ 
istry as amides. 


GROWING 
PLANTS 
W ITHOUT TH E 
AID 
OF 
E ARTH. 


During the two w inters since M. Dames- 
nil perfected his discovery, he has had all 
kinds of ordinary dowers blooming in bas­ 
kets containing the fertilizing moss. 
On 
the occasion of any fete, as for instance 
Christm as, his tables have been covered 
with a profusion of spring flowers, and he 
has been able to decorate his rooms w ith a 
freedom impossible w ith plants growing in 
earth. 
Thus, while nature outside lay 
frozen and dead, the interior of his house 
has been a blooming parterre. 
The prac­ 
tice of adorning rooms w ith plants is so 
agreeable a one th at few persons like to be 
told it may prove a source of disease. 
A 
Russian lady suffering from interm ittent 
fever was attended by Professor Kdward 
von Eichwald, of St. -Petersburg. 
The 
disease readily gave way to quinine, but 
returned again and again in the most inex­ 
plicable manner. 
A t last the cause was 
discovered. 
W hen she left her sick-room 
convalescent she went into the salon, a 
large 
room 
tilled 
w ith plants. 
Pro­ 
fessor von Eichwald ordered the room 
to be 
entirely cleared, and tbe fever 
returned 
no 
more. 
Snch 
m alignant 
effects are impossible w ith the fertilizing 
moss. 
I t cannot turn soar like earth and 
poison the plants, or contain germs of m a­ 
laria and poison their owner. 
The extra­ 
ordinary way in which the discovery will 
develop the artistic character of floral 
decoration, in the facilities it will afford to 
all kinds of arrangem ents and effects in 
color, can only as yet be faintly imagined. 
Chnrches, terraces, and even public roads 
will by its help be far more beautifully and 
rapidly decorated ; for the great obstacle of 
weight in the removal of plants will be ob­ 
viated—there will be scarcely anything to 
carry but the plant itself, so th a t in the 
m ajority of cases a child’s strength will 
Butfice to remove the w icker-hasket in 
which the plant will be living. 
There ap­ 
pear to be no practical difficulties in carry­ 
ing out the process. The one all-im portant 
point is to preserve the roots of the plant 
from being torn or otherwise m utilated, 
and from being brought into close prox­ 
im ity 
w ith 
the 
fertilizing 
moss. 
In 
taking 
a 
plant 
from 
the 
earth, 
M. 
Dumesnil removes the mold about the 
rootR by placing it in slightly tepid water. 
Having prepared in the basket or vase in­ 
tended for the plant, a bed of fertilizing 
moss, the quantity being regulated accord­ 
ing to the strength of the plant, he places 
over it a layer of ordinary moss of sim ilar 
thickness. 
Ho then takes the plant, and, 
spreading out the roots, fastens it in the 
ordinary moss, covering the whole w ith 
another layer of the fertilizing moss. 
A 
little w ater is given at first, and the moss 
always kept slightly humid. If the change 
from the earth to the moss is made with 
intelligence, the plant soon exhibits all the 
beauty and freedom of life, its satisfaction 
in its new conditions being shown by the 
quantity of rootlets it throw s out. 
O ther 
gardeners besides M. Dumesnil have tested 
the process and witness to the same re­ 
sults. 
51. Cabos, D irector of the public 
gardens at Havre, has, since the 22d of 
November last, 
been cultivating in the 
fertilizing moss 
dracmni, 
alteruantheri, 
crotons and 
cocoanut 
trees, 
all h o t­ 
house plants, as 
well as 
palm trees, 
chamu rops, and the Pteris A rguia had 
developed num erous new 
roots in the 
moss. 
None of these plants had lost a sin­ 
gle leaf, nor had even faded at the tim e of 
their transplantation. 
In a fortnight they 
had com pletely taken possession of the 
moss, and bad throw n out new leaves. 
In 
the chamo-rops, two or three long roots of 
tbe thickness of a quill had appeared, one 
of the best indications of the vigor of a 
young palm tree. 
The old roots had de­ 
veloped a quantity of fine rootlets. 
The 
Cocos binoti and the various kieds of dra- 
crena, all very delicate, had also produced 
new roots, and were in perfect health. 
Ou 
December 9th he subm itted a num ber of 
ordinary greenhouse plants to the process, 
w ith com plete success. 
All the plants 
preserved their vigor, and their health 
continued as if nothing had happened. 
On 
the 17th he placed in the fertilizing moss 
a Eucalyptus globulus. 
This shrub has 
the reputation of not bearing transplanta­ 
tion ; however, it scarcely faded. 
Two 
Cuphea bazli, equally difficult subjects, 
were put info the moss on the same day, 
and gave no appearance of Buffering from 
the change. 
The culture in m03s of the 
Eucalyptus globulus is tbe more im portant, 
as this celebrated shrub has the property of 
disinfecting the air, and is beginning to be 
used in sick-rooms. 
It will be observed 
th a t these perfect results have been ob 
tained by practiced horticulturists. 
Am a­ 
teurs m ust not expect th a t process in any 
way dispenses w itu attention to the ordin 
ary laws of vegetable life. 
H appy results 
will depend as heretofore on the degree to 
which the plants are loved and cared for. 
The object in the cultivation of vegetables 
being increased and regular productiveness, 
the plan adopted by the gardener of Vas- 
oo-uil is to place their roots, enveloped as 
above described, in an ordinary bed of 
mold. 
The results are most satisfactory. 
We saw at Vascieuil as m any as th irty 
fine potatoes the produce of one mother- 
tuber. 
Thus the poorest land may be 
made to teem w ith rich crops, the soil be­ 
ing of no im portance, the earth merely 
affording room and shelter for the plants. 
Seedlings and cutting are raised in the same 
way. 
In fact, the process seems to have 
all the characteristics of a great discovery : 
perfection in principle and indefinite pow­ 
ers of further developm ent.—[Good W ords.

AND 
MINI3TER3. 


Phillip Brooks, of 
T rinity Episcopal 
Church, Boston, w ill take a year’s vacation 
for foreign travel. 
There has been a revival in Jaffna Col­ 
lege, Ceylon, and fifty of th e seventy- 
/ 
three students have renounced paganism 
¿ i 
for C hristianity. 
The iLev. D. C. M arquis, D. I)., of St. 
Louis, will, it is thought, accept the chair 
of New Testam ent Exegesis in the Presby­ 
terian Theologies1 Sem inary in Chicago. 
T he receipts of the American Heme 
M issionary Society for the past year were 
$340,663, an increase of §30,641 over ar.y 
previous year in the history of th e society. 
Professor Samuel Ives Curtiss, of the 
Cnioago B ip tist Theological Sem inary, has 
bem elected to the chair of Hebrew in 
Andover Sem inary, to succeed Pioieasor C. 
M. Mead, who retires. 
Tnere is a decidedly favorable ontlo k 
ju st now in A ustria, and the Rev. H. A. 
Sckaufller, at present in this country, is of 
the opinion th at another lively persecution 
would result in still greater liberty. 
Two Presbyteries of the Southern Pres­ 
byterian Church have overt ured the South­ 
ern General Assembly to send fraternal 
delegates to the N orthern Presbyterian 
G eneral Assembly, in Springfield, 111. 
Tw enty-nine candidates from Presbyte- 
cian theological seminaries have applied for 
appointm ents in the foreign field as mis­ 
sionaries. 
This is the largest num ber of 
aoplicanta in th e history of the Foreign 
B jard. 
There are one fnll-blooded Indian priest 
and seven Deacons in the Episcopal mission 
to the Chippewa or Ojibway Indians of 
Minnesota.

The latest statistics of the Southern 
M ethodist Church Bfate th a t there are 
4,011 traveling and 5 865 local preachers, 
84P367 white, 933 colored, and 5,451 In ­ 
dian members, the total of m inisters and 
m embers being 860,6S7, an increase of 1*2,­ 
984 the past year. 
The ne.-otiations for the union of the 
Associate Reformed and U nited P resbyte­ 
rian Churches have failed. 
The opposition 
wa3 chiefly in the Reformed Synod, and 
was grounded on the fear th a t the S outh­ 
ern brethren m ight be tainted w ith rebel­ 
lion, slavery, etc. 
The U nitarians of Great Britain have 
ju st held a national Conference in Liver­ 
pool, which is spoken of as “ a grand suc­ 
cess.” 
M inisters and laym en from all 
parts of the kingdom were present.

num ber of essays were read, and a letter 
from Dr. Jam es M artineau was received.

[A pplause on the R epublican 
side.] N ew Y ork had been prese jted before 
th e countrv rs containing a mas* of official 
heads of 276 Presidential appointm ents. 
In 
th a t S tate the P resident m ade five changes, 
and two of thcso rem ovals had been for cause. 
N ever ia the history of any A dm inistration, 
from th a t of George W ashington to this hour, 
had there been mora considerate regard for 
public service, as far as disclosed by the pub 
lie record, and yet the P resident had been 
arraigned as if he only lived for the p u r­ 
pose of perpetuating the designs and schemes 
of some m alcontents. 
Burrow s of M ichigan asserted th a t in over 
one-third of the States of the U nion not a 
single rem oval from office had been made. 
B utterw orth then passed on to a considera­

B u tterw o rth concluded his speech w ith an 
attack upon th e D em ocratic p arty and its 
professions of civil service reform . 
In the 
F o rty -fo u rth Congress th a t p arty had rid­ 
den into power in the H ouse fetlock-deep in 
hum an blood. 
U n d er th a t pow er it had 
m urdered more men for attem pting to vote 
the R epublican ticket th an had fallen in de­ 
fense of the flag at G ettysburg. 
A beautiful 
p a rty to talk about civil service re fo rm ! 
T here was not a spot upon the escutcheon of 
the country th a t had no t been placed there 
by D em ocratic fingers. 
T here was not a hole 
in the country’s fl ig th at they had no t shot 
there. 
T here (pointing to the D em ocratic 
side of the cham ber) was the m ap of the 
country. 
If asked th a t a m an should p u t a 
pencil upon th e S tate w here political riots 
w ent unchecked, where political outrage and 
w rong w ent unrebuked and unpunished, there 
was not a m an who would h*ve the brazen 
effrontery to p u t his pencil w ithin th e bound­ 
aries of a clear, clean.

sorry th a t there seems to be any soreness, b u t 
every person who has had any knowledge of 
euch m atters m ust know th a t th e cool head 
and deft hand of th e exam iner and operator 
who conduct an autopsy should be free from 
contention, lest tru th should euffer a t the 
hands of assum ption.” 
D istrict A ttorney C orkhill m akes a state­ 
m ent th a t D r. L am b overstepped the bounds 
of professional courtesy w hen he ignored the 
tw o professional m en selected as his col­ 
leagues in the autopsy. 
D r. H artig an m akes this s ta te m e n t: “ On 
th e day of the execution, under the gallows, 
and while the body was still suspended, Rav. 
D r. H icks sent D r. Sowers for me to be in­ 
troduced to him , and there, w ith his hands 
resting on m y arm s in the m ost solem m an­ 
ner, and w ith considerable em otion, the rev­ 
erend gentlem an told me, in th e presence of 
D rs. Z. T . Sow ers and D . C. P atterson, 
Coroner 
of

and 
for. 
aught

know 
others, 
th a t

and D r. Sowers, who was invited to bo pres­ 


ent, w hich list he w ished to be sacredly ob­ 
served, an d th a t in addition we m ight invite 
others, who would be agreeable to us, to w it­ 
ness the autopsy. 
I re*i»ectfully subm it, in 
conclusion, afier D r. H icks m ade the agree­ 
m ent, w hether he had the rig h t to alter it 
except by the m utual consent of parties to 
th e agreem eut, and also, how can he reconcile 
his tw o statem ents ? ' 
This stateineut of D r. H artig an is corrobo­ 
rated by C oroner P atterson and D r. Sowers. 
Au Im p o rta n t D ecision by th e S ecretary 
o f th e In te rio r. 
W a s h in g t o n , J u ly 7th .—Secretary T eller 
has rendered an im portant decision, reversing 
the opinion of the Com m issioner of the M in­ 
eral Office in the m atter of a protest of the 
m ili-uto claim ants against th e is?ue of a 
p aten t to the tow n-rite claim ants of Rio 
Colorado. In his decision the S ecretary says 
th a t in the provisions of the statu te under 
w hich the m ill-site application is m ade,there 
can be no m ill-rite unless there is a lode 
or 
vein to w hich it 
m ay attach . 
The 
proof 
in 
th e 
present 
case was 
nncon- 
troverted th a t m iceral had been followed 
w ithin the tow n site on some portion of the 
m ill-rite. 
The m ill-site claim ants failed to 
show th a t the land was of such a character 
as authorized Its location for a m ill-site. 
The 
statu te requires th a t such location m ust be 
m ade by the ow ner of a lode or a quartz-m ill 
nr reduction-works, and of this m ere is lo 
proof. 
A lthough 
location 
certificates ot 
lodes were introduced, there is no evidence 
th a t the lodes were taken in accordance w ith 
them , and the proof of location shcnid be as 
strong as would be required in a C ourt of law. 
I t is also apparent th a t th e locations of mill- 
si .es were not m ade in good faith, b u t only 
for the parpóse of securing land for town- 
site p u rp rs ?. 
Still, if the law had been 
strictly complied w ith, this would not have 
been sufficient grounds to have caused their 
rejection. 
I t hus been urged th a t if this 
tow n-site is not m ineral land, the entry 
ought to be canceled. 
T h at atow n-site m ay 
be located on m ineral land cannot now be 
questioned. 
W hat the rights of lot-owners 
and m ineral claim ants w ithin boundaries of 
such town-site after entry are, is a som ew hat 
difficult question, and all such questions m ust 
be left to C ourts of com petent jurisdiction 
for settlem ent. 
T he D epartm ent cannot, in 
the 
nature of 
things, 
be called 
on 
to 
adjudicate 
such 
conflicting 
claims. 
I t 
has been the eastern of the D epartm ent to in­ 
sert in a tow n-site p atent a reservation iu 
favor of m ineral rights, and io a m ineral 
p aten t a reservation in favor of tow n-site 
rights, and such reservations have the sanc­ 
tion of long practice and approval of the 
Courts, and ought not to be departed from. 
In conclusion, the S ecretary directs the is­ 
sue of patents to the tow n-site claim ants, 
w ith the addition of a reservation clause in 
favor of m ineral rights.

L o n d o n, J u ly 7th.—In the H ouse of Com ­ 
mons th is afternoon, during the debate on 
the repoit of th e repression bill, G ladstone 
said the G overnm ent had taken m easures un­ 
know n to P arliam ent to operate agaim t se­ 
cret societies. 
A n am endm ent offered by Trevelyan, Chief 
S ecretary for Ireland, to lim it the rig h t of 
search to the day-tim e, except in cases of 
secret societies, was strongly opposed by the 
C onfervatives and others. 
G ladstone declared th a t if the am endm ent 
was rejected he would have to consider his 
p e r o nal position. 
T he am endm ent was rejected—207 to 194. 
Previous to th e vote Jo h n B rig h t said if 
the am endm ent was rejected the 
people 
throughout Ireland would feel th a t a t any 
m om ent th eir houses could be invaded. 
The 
Irish m em bers were unfortunately absent, in 
full confidence th a t the G overnm ent would 
redeem their p’edge. 
If th e H ouse deter­ 
mined to m ake the law m ore severe th an the 
G overnm ent desired, the result would be in ­ 
jurious to Ireland. 
S ir Llichael H icks Beach accused the Gov­ 
ernm ent of having two parties in the C ab­ 
inet, w hich accusation B right denied. 
Goschen said whilo he was reluctant to op 
pose the G overnm ent, he did no t feel con­ 
vinced by the argum ents in favor of T revel­ 
yan ’s am endm ent. 
W . E F o rster said he should support the 
G overnm ent, as be believed the proposed 
am endm ent resulted solely from well consid­ 
ered opinions of the Irish G overnm ent. 
W hen th e figures were announced, G lad­ 
stone said th a t under ordinary circum stances 
he wou d have asked the H ouse to postpone 
fu rth er proceetiugs, b u t in the rem arkable 
state of Ireland he did not feel th a t it was 
rig h t to take th a t course. 
The report on the repression bill was fin­ 
ished a t 11 P. M. 
Trevelyan moved a th ird reading. C arried. 
Collinge, Cowan, L ab -uchere and S tarey 
were the only dissentients. 
H arcourt, H om e Secretary, denied th a t 
bloodhounds w< uld be used in Irelan d for 
tracking m urderers. 
The defeat of the G overnm ent was due to 
the defection and abstention of the Liberals, 
m any of wham, not expecting a serious con­ 
troversy upon the report of the repression 
bill, especially as the P arnelliles had w ith­ 
draw n, left the H ouse early in the F-fternoon. 
Several L iberals voted against Gladstone. 
Goscben abstained from voting. 
E ig h t Irish m em bers viewed the division 
from the galleries, and notw ithstanding en­ 
treaties to vote w ith tfce G overnm ent refused 
to come down. 
In the division on the th ird re a d 'rg of the 
repression bill, W . H . B . P o itm an and 
George R ussell (Liberals) also voted w ith the 
dissentients. 
T he supporters of the G overn­ 
m ent do not thiuk a m inisterial crisis w ill re­ 
su lt from the vote, as G ladstone feels th at 
the vote is especially directed against h im ­ 
self. 
If 
G ladstone, 
however, should go 
through the form of resigning, it is under­ 
stood his resignation would not be accepted. 
T he L iberals a ttrib u te the defeat to bad 
m anagem ent on the p a rt of th eir whips. 
T he Standard says : T he division has not 
overthrow n, nor ought it to overthrow , the 
M inistry, b u t it is another nail in th eir coffin.
